PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  Braughing  Rural  District, 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District  in 
1956»  The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  linos  suggested  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  The  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of 
the  Area,  under  Section  C of  this  Report,  has  been  compiled  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Cost  of  Printing  the  Report. 

Because  of  the  high  cost  of  printing  the  Annual  Report  each  year, 
the  appropriate  Committee  of  the  East  Hertfordshire  Combined  Sanitary 
Districts  decided  by  a majority  vote  that  the  Annual  Report  for  195^ 
should  be  produced  separately,  in  stencilled  form,  for  each  separate 
District.  Thus  my  Report  for  195^  East  Herts  is  in  seven  parts. 

So  far  as  I can  trace  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  East  Hertfordshire  Combined  Districts  has  appeared  in 
printed  form  ever  since  the  Combined  Districts  wore  formed  late  last 
Century.  Furthermore,  it  has,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1894 
o,ppearcd  as  a Combined  Districts  Report,  In  I894  Dr.  George  Turner, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  reported  that  the  Ware  Urban  Sanitary 
Authority  alone  decided  to  have  a separate  Report.  There  is  then  a 
ga.'p  in  my  Records,  but  the  next  Report  in  my  possession,  for  the  year 
1899 » shows  that  Ware  Urban  District  has  thought  better  of  its  earlier 
decision  and  is  reported  along  with  the  other  six  Districts. 

Let  us  hope  history  will  repeat  itself,  and  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  produce  the  M.O.II.  Annual  Report  in  combined  form  once 
more,  I think  that  a comment  made  by  Dr.  George  Turner  in  his  Report 
for  1894  is  applicable  to  the  present  day  position,  and  I moke  no 
apologies  for  reproducing  his  remarks 
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"A  comr.ion  rcjjort  possesses  nanv  advr'ntages,  since 
it  jjrovcnts  useless  repetition,  nuch  of  the  advice 
given  to  any  one  Sanitary  Authority  heing  nore  or 
less  a-pplicahlo  to  all."  and  as  the 

conditions  of  life  are  very  similar  in  all  the 
Districts,  any  deviation  from  the  general  average 
should  attract  attention  and  lead  to  enquiry." 

Vital  Statistics. 


The  population  in  1956  showed  very  little  alteration  in  nventer. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  shows  an  overall  drop  of  10,  "bringing 
the  population  down  to  10,440  persons  in  nid-195^*  Births  exceeded 
deaths  "by  18  people,  "but  28  persons  left  the  Area, 

Tho  Birth  Hate  at  13*51  1»000  population,  is  "below  the  National 

Average,  and  lower  than  in  1955»  Death  Bate,  though  slightly  higher 

than  in  tho  previous  year,  is  lower  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country. 

Notifiahle  Disease. 


Eelatively  few  infectious  diseases  occurred.  For  the  seventh  year  in 
succession  there  have  "been  no  reported  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Two  family  outbreaks  of  Salmonella  t j-pih imur itum  enteritis  involving 
4 persons  wore  investigated.  In  neither  case  was  the  probable  source  of 
infection  identified. 

Three  cases  of  Bacillary  Dysentery  were  identified  as  duo  to  a 
particular  type  of  organism  commonly  found  in  Africa  and  Scandinavia, 

One  of  the  persons  concerned  had  recently  returned  from  TIest  Africa,  and 
was  a carrier  of  this  particular  organism,  Tlie  organism  was 
Shigella  flexneri  Type  ¥X  (2B),  Suitable  precautions  to  limit  further 
spread  of  infection  were  taken,  and  no  other  cases  have  since  been 
reported. 

Prior  to  these  occurrences  there  had  been  several  reports  from 
doctors,  of  patients  in  the  Thorley  locality  suffering  from  intermittent 
diarrhoea.  Many  investigations,  find  laboratory  tests  were  carried  out, 

TTater  samples  and  some  foods  were  examined,  all  with  normal  findings. 
Attention  was  given  to  a small  sewage  disposal  plant  which  was  not 
functioning  properly.  Steps  were  taken,  at  one  household  in  particular, 
to  eradicate  houseflies.  Advice  on  general  hygiene  and  food  handling  was  also 
offered,  (^uito  suddenly  the  occuranco  of  illness  ceased,  and  there  have 
been  no  further  reports  or  complaints  since. 

In  June,  one  child  at  Thorley  contracted  Acute  (non-paralytio) 
Poliomyelitis,  and  made  a good  recovery.  There  was  a probable  link 
between  this  case  and  another  in  Essex  who  became  ill  at  about  the 
same  time.  No  other  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred. 
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Environmental  Hygiene. 

During  the  year  observation  was  kept  on  a number  of  small  sewage 
disposal  installations  which,  because  of  the  heavy  clay  nature  of  the 
soil  hove  been  causing  trouble.  The  Council  continued  with  its  policy 
of  re-design  and  improvement  of  these  installations,  but  it  will  be 
some  tine  before  the  necessary  work  can  be  completed  at  all  the 
installations  affected. 

The  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  resigned  his  appointment 
during  the  year,  so  that  only  urgent  public  health  natters,  and  complaints 
could  be  handled. 

Details  of  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  have  been 
compiled  from  existing  records,  and  are  given  in  Section  "C”  of  this 
Report , 


In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  your  Council,  and  my  colleagues  for  all 
the  help  I have  received  during  the  Year,

Almost  half  the  total  number  of  deaths  arose  from  diseases 
of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  (55  cases).  Much  heart  and 
circulatory  disease  is  now  considered  to  be  PHEl/ENTADLE , 

Overweight  contributes  to  the  trouble  by  causing  the  heart  and 
circulation  to  work  under  difficulties.  It  has  been  suggested  that 
an  ideal  weight  to  attain  in  middle  age  in  one’s  weight 
at  the  age  of  25  years  I 

A further  2G  deaths  were  from  Cancer.  Cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus  caused  12  deaths  (ll  men  and  1 woman). 

Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  other  respiratory  infections, 
including  1 case  of  Influenza,  accounted  for  a further  I3  deaths.

The  Council's  mobile  team  carried  out  improvements  to  the 
Highfields  estate  septic  tanle  installation  which  has  in  the 
past  given  some  considerable  trouble. 

The  improvement  schemes  at  Heesdon  and  Furneux  Pelham 
became  operative  during  1956,  each  plant  now  discharging  a 
fully  treated  affluent  to  n v/ater course . 

The  proposed  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Draughing 
has  reached  a more  advanced  stage,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
actual  construction  works  v/ill  commence  during  the  year 

1958. 

Tho  small  mobile  team  arc  now  regularly  visiting  onoli 
sewage  treatment  plant,  at  regular  intervals  and  considerable 
improvoments  ha^ro  been  effected  on  tho  treatment  plants  as  a 
result  of  the  regular  attontion.
